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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in reference to response received 06 February 2006 to the office action 
mailed 17 November 2005. 

In the response received applicant has argued that cited references Alleresso 
and Weinstock does not teach the claimed limitation "introducing tenants to each other 

However, in the disclosure originally filed 05 December 2001, applicant has not 

provided adequate information to enable one of ordinary to understand how the 
applicant introduces a tenants to other tenants which the applicant claims as their 
invention. Also, in view of claims 1 , 8, 14 and 20, it is not clear whether the tenant is 
provided space in a physical structure or on a web server; is gathering of information is 
on a server that part of the electronic system upon which a tenant is given space, or, 
tenants are given space on a physical property like a building, and, information is 
gathered on an electronic system which provides access to tenants of the property to 
communicate with each other. 

To further the prosecution of this application and enable the examiner to properly 
respond to applicant's argument, please clarify how the examiner should interpret the 
limitation on where the tenant is provided the space because the claimed limitation of 
introduction of a tenant in a physical space may require different means and method 
than introduction of a tenant in a web server, and, gathering of information about the 
tenants. Also, please provide the information on how one of ordinary skill in the art can 
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use applicant's invention and introduce a tenant to other tenants. Please indicate where 
the support for the claimed limitations can be found in the specification.
